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During  the  last  four  months,  KPFA  has  been  unusually  active  in  its  frequent  pre- 
sentation of  poets,  both  local  and  otherwise,  reading  their  poetry.  In  the  current 
series  Richard  Eberhart,  who  recently  visited  the  Bay  Area,  recorded  several  pro- 
grams for  the  station.  Upon  his  return  to  the  East,  Mr.  Eberhart  wrote  an  interesting 
commentary  on  Bay  Area  poetry  for  the  New  York  Times  Book  Review,  from  which 
the  following  is  extracted: 

"The  West  Coast  is  the  liveliest  spot  in  the  country  in  poetry  today.  It  is  only 
here  that  there  is  a  radical  group  movement  of  young  poets.  San  Francisco  teems  with 
young  poets. 

Part  of  this  activity  is  due  to  the  establishment  of  the  Poetry  Center  at  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College  three  years  ago.  Its  originator  and  moving  spirit  is  Ruth  Witt- 
Diamant,  who  began  by  offering  readings  by  local  poets  and  progressed  to  importing 
older  poets  from  the  East.   She  hopes  next  to  stimulate  the  writing  of  verse  drama. 

Part  of  the  activity  of  the  young  group  has  been  inspired  by  Kenneth  Rexroth, 
whose  presence  in  San  Francisco  over  a  long  period  of  time,  embodying  his  force 
and  convictions,  creates  a  rallying  point  of  ideas,  interest  and  informal  occasions. 
The  influence  of  Kenneth  Patchen  is  also  felt  by  this  group.  Robinson  Jeffers  looms 
as  a  timeless  figure  down  the  Coast. 

.  .  .  The  Bay  region  group,  by  and  large,  is  anti-university.  Its  members  make  a  living 
at  odd  jobs.  Ambiguity  is  despised,  irony  is  considered  weakness,  the  poem  as  a 
system  of  connotations  is  thrown  out  in  favor  of  long-line  denotative  statements. 
Explicit  cognition  is  enjoined.  Rhyme  is  outlawed.  Whitman  is  the  only  god  worthy 
of  emulation.  These  generalizations  would  probably  not  be  allowed  by  all  members 
of  the  group.  They  may  serve,  however,  as  indicators. 

"The  most  remarkable  poem  of  the  young  group,  written  during  the  past  year,  is 
"Howl",  by  Allen  Ginsberg,  a  29*year-old  poet  who  is  the  son  of  Louis  Ginsberg, 
a  poet  known  to  newspaper  readers  in  the  East.  .  .  This  poem  has  created  a  furor 
of  praise  or  abuse  whenever  read  or  heard.  It  is  a  powerful  work,  cutting  through  to 
dynamic  meaning.  Ginsberg  thinks  he  is  going  forward  by  going  back  to  the  methods 
of  Whitman.    .   .   .   Lawrence   Ferlinghetti  is  the  publisher  of  the  Pocket  Poet  Series

A  listener  unable  to  afford  the  full  $10  for  a  year's  subscription,  could,  if  he  sent  $5, 
have  it  matched  with  another  $5  from  our  fund.  There  seemed  to  be  so  many  people  who 
wanted  subscriptions  but  could  not  afford  the  full  amount,  that  our  $200  went  in  no  time. 
And  we  have  over  20  half-subscriptions  waiting  for  matching  grants.  Persons  wishing  to 
contribute  to  this  project  should  send  contributions  to  KPFA,  Berkeley  4,  and  designate 
the  money  be  used  for  matching  grants.

The  chassis  is  connected  directly  to  a 
110- volt  house  current  and  should  not  be  exposed  by  making  any  external  connection  to  it. 
It  is  specifically  requested,  therefore,  that  Area  Consultants  make  no  alteration  on  any 
equipment  issued  by  Subscribers  Supply  Service  except  on  specific  recommendation  of 
or  Mr.  Schneider. (Granco  tuners,  of  course,  are  designed  for  connection  to  external  amp- 
litymg  units.)KPFA  intends  only  to  electrify,  not  electrocute.
